A Northampton mum has a 
rare brain disorder which 
causes her to strip down to 
her underwear in public. 

Leanne Lyon, 41, of Duston, 
has a small non-cancerous 
tumour in her brain which trig¬ 
gers up to five seizures a day. 

The mum-of-two blacks out 
during the fits, which causes 
her to have one embarrassing 
side-effect - they cause her to 
take her clothes off in public. 

She has found herself 
stripped to her underwear in 


the Wilkinsons store in 
Northampton town centre. 

It has contributed to the 
breakdown of her marriage, 
has lost her a shop job, and is 
‘ruining her life’ as she hates 
her children watching her go 
through the side effects. 

Mrs Lyon’s rare condition can 
be treated using keyhole sur¬ 
gery to destroy the tumour, but 
it is only available in the US and 
costs £95k. She is now desper¬ 
ately appealing for help. 

“It is terrifying living like 
this, I just want to be a normal 
mum,” she said.

Watson is making a show of it 


REPORTER Lawrence John spoke to 
classical singer Russell Watson about 
his career and how he won’t forget 
his roots in the north of England 



There is a German phrase called 
‘machen show’, it means to make 
show. 

This is something The Beatles 
learnt when they were in Hamburg 
playing clubs like the Indra, 
Kaiserkeller or the Top Ten Club for 
hours at a time. 

They had to ‘Machen Show’ for the 
audiences, keep them in the bar, 
keep them entertained and keep 
them drinking. 

This is exactly what classical singer 
Russell Watson had to do in a work¬ 
ing men’s club in the north west of 
England. 

He had to ‘machen show’, for 
people who were not interested in 
hearing any singer but were more 
concerned about the next game of 
darts, when the bingo started or 
where they could get the raffle 
tickets for the prize draw at the end 
of the night. 

Russell said: “I remember walking 
into a working men’s club one night, 
seeing how many people were there 
and thought ‘sod this’ and went onto 
auto pilot. 

“I sang the songs and then got off

stage, pocketed my £70 payment and 
left. I got into my battered Peugeot 
309 and thought what is this all for? 

“It was an important point as I 
thought ‘is this what I had signed up 
for?, Is this what I wanted?’ So I 
decided to go for it. 

“The next time I went into the club, 
I spoke to the club secretary and 
learnt a bit about the people who 
were in that night. 

“Let us say Pete was there and he 
was really bad at darts or Sid enjoyed 
his Guinness too much. I learnt 
about them and incorporated this 
into my act. 

“I spoke to the audience, I made 
them part of the experience. I made 
a point of pin-pointing them so 
everyone had a laugh. Then the first 
time I sang Nessun Dorma and hit 
the high note at the end there were 
all on their feet. 


“I don’t remember how it sounded, 
it might have been diabolical but 
when I hit that high note at the end, 
the audience hit the roof. It was the 
first time I had ever had a standing 
ovation. The fact was they liked it 
and the next time I appeared there 
were more people in the audience.” 

You never know what to expect 
when you interview someone. You 
don’t even know what you might ask, 
you just have a general idea. 

But you have to like Russell Watson. 
No, you do. When I asked him when 
he first discovered his signing voice 
he told me this morning and then 
laughed.

Silverstone saves 
British Moto GP

Silverstone has come to the 
rescue of the Circuit of Wales 
and will stage the British 
MotoGP for the next two 
years. 

The Welsh venue in Ebbw 
Vale signed a five-year deal 
to stage the race from this 
year but as it has not yet 
been built Donington Park 
agreed to host until it was. 

But last Tuesday, 
Donington chiefs withdrew 
the offer after neither party 
could agree terms to form a 
legal contract. 

Donington, which last 


hosted MotoGP in 2009, 
claim difficulties arose with 
Circuit of Wales (CoW) 
regarding funding arrange¬ 
ments to help them stage 
the event. 

CoW then stated it was 
unwilling to provide the 
funding without a signed 
contractual agreement in 
place. 

The venue has now turned 
to the Northamptonshire 
circuit whose new manage¬ 
ment team has agreed to 
accommodate the August 
28-30 round 10 race. 

However to do this, 
Silverstone, which hosted 
MotoGP from 2010 to 2014, 


has been forced to switch 
the World Series by Renault 
event scheduled for those 
dates to September 5-6. 

Silverstone managing 
director Patrick Allen said: 
“Two-wheel racing is as 
much a part of Silverstone’s 
heritage as four-wheel 
racing and I am obviously 
delighted to be in a position 
to announce we are hosting 
both the FI and MotoGP 
Grand Prix in 2015. 

“Over the next two weeks I 
will be working closely with 
my team to launch a ticket 
model for MotoGP which I 
hope will be equally well 
received by fans.”

‘I strip in public 
during seizures’

A Northampton mum has a 
rare brain disorder which 
causes her to strip in public. 

Leanne Lyon, 41, of New 
Duston, has a small non-can- 
cerous tumour lodged in her 
brain which triggers up to 
five seizures a day, and says it 
is ruining her life. 

The mum-of-two blacks out 
during the fits, each of which 
can last up to half an hour, 
and causes her to have an 
embarrassing side effect - 
they cause her to strip down 
to her underwear in public. 

She says she has found her¬ 
self stripped in the 
Wilkinsons store in 
Northampton town centre, 
and the Bounds Taxis office. 

Her fits sometimes leave 
her incontinent, meaning 
she finds herself at risk of 
wetting herself and has to 
wear adult nappies. 

The condition has got so 
bad that it has contributed 
to the break down of her 
marriage with ex-husband 
David, and has caused her to 
lose her last job at a super¬ 
market because she ‘scared 
her boss’ when she had a fit. 

Mrs Lyon said: “This condi¬ 
tion is ruining my life. 

“I have no idea what I’m 
doing during the fits - it’s 
almost like I’m sleep-walking 
and it leads to really embar¬ 
rassing episodes. 

“Once, I was shopping in 
Wilkinsons when I had a fit. 
When I came round, I was in 
nothing but my underwear. 


Leanne’s condition 

■ Hypothalamic 
hamartoma (HH) is a 
small, non-cancerous 
brain tumour which 
causes seizures, 
behavioural prob¬ 
lems, blackouts and 
memory loss. 

■ The condition is 
thought to affect one 
in 200,000 people 

■ HH is difficult to 
diagnose and more 
difficult to treat. 

■ The most common 
symptoms are daily 
gelastic’ seizures, 
which involve spon¬ 
taneous laughing or 
smirking - or ‘dacrys- 
tic’ seizures, which 
involve crying or 
grunting 

■ These symptoms 
often start early in 
life, but are frequently 
misdiagnosed. 


“I’m amazed nobody report¬ 
ed me for indecent exposure! 

“It is mortifying that this is 
happening though, I just want 
to feel like a normal mum.” 

Mrs Lyon currently relies on 
a carer to take her two chil¬ 
dren Kieran, nine, and 
Megan, six, to school. 

She says she doesn’t strip 
every time she has a seizure, 
but it does happen around 
twice a month and the 
embarrassing episodes also 
happen at home. 

She said: “A couple of 


months ago I was folding 
my children’s clothes in 
the kitchen when I had one 
of my episodes. 

“When I came round, I 
found myself with one leg 
in a pair of my daughter’s 
knickers! 

She added: “I feel so sorry 
for my kids, they shouldn’t 
have to see me like this.” 

Mrs Lyon first started hav¬ 
ing the seizures when she 
was just four-years-old. 

Doctors were left baffled 
by her condition and, despite 
years of tests, they were una¬ 
ble to make a break-through. 

But finally, at 29, medics 
discovered what was wrong 
with her - she has hypotha¬ 
lamic hamartoma. 

At 18, she had surgery to 
remove part of her brain and 
rid her of the tumour - they 
knew at this time it was a 
tumour, but weren’t aware of 
what type. 

However, the procedure, a 
left temporal lobectomy, 
made the condition worse. 

Mrs Lyon’s tumour can be 
destroyed using keyhole sur¬ 
gery, but this is only available 
in the USA and costs £95,000. 

She is now desperately 
appealing for help to raise the 
money for the operation. 

“It would mean the world to 
me to have this removed,” she 
said. “I want to live a normal 
life without having to worry 
that I might strip in public. 

“I just want to be a real 
mother to my kids.

You find yourself 
involved in a horren¬ 
dous crash in your car. 
You wake up briefly to 
realise that you can’t 
move, your leg is 
trapped, there is 
nobody with you and 
you can’t get to your 
mobile phone. 

But fortunately, 
there’s been a witness. 
Who do they call? 

The ambulance and 
the fire brigade. 

They arrive as quick¬ 
ly as possible (and at 
the moment that’s 
pretty fast) and pretty 
soon you are support¬ 
ed by a well trained 
paramedic and 
rescued from the 
vehicle by an excellent 
fire crew. 

Anybody who has 
been through this 
experience will know 
how important the fire 
service is, not just in 
dealing with fires, but 
a whole host of emer¬ 
gencies that they help 
us cope with, with 
calm professionalism. 

Northamptonshire 
County Council in its 
infinite wisdom has 
decided to make extra 
cuts to the fire service, 
beyond what was 
planned for. 

It’s a service we all 
hope we don’t need, 
but when we do, we are 
fantastically grateful 
for it. 

These latest cuts 


could have incredible 
consequences, despite 
being a relatively small 
amount of money. 

Target arrival times 
for fire engines are 
currently six minutes. 
That could double. 

The fire brigade 
currently costs around 
£35 per person, per 
year. 

It’s not a lot of money 
for the amazing, life 
saving service and the 
peace of mind it 
provides us all. 

Many of us pay far, 
far more per year for 
our house insurance, 
for example. 

Unfortunately, the 
Conservatives feel it is 
appropriate to cut this 
service rather than 
political allowances. 

The leader and depu¬ 
ty leader of the council 
took around £10,000 
just in expenses last 
year. 

They created new 
‘assistant portfolio 
holder’ positions with 
an allowance of thou¬ 
sands of pounds each, 
that do not demon¬ 
strably do much of 
anything at all.

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The ‘oldest’ 
cannonball

A lead ball found at the 
Battlefield of Northampton 
site could be the oldest 
surviving cannonball in 
England. 

The battle was fought 
between Yorkists and 
Lancastrians on July 10, 1460, 
in the area now known as 
Delapre Park and the 
50-60mm diameter ball was 
found on farmland in the 
area of Eagle Drive, a part of 
the English Heritage regis¬ 
tered land. 

The ball was actually found 
several years ago by the late 
Stuart Allwork, the farm 
owner’s father, but had been 
believed lost until last year. 

Since its rediscovery the 
ball has been subjected to 
detailed analysis by Dr Glenn 
Foard, battlefield archaeolo¬ 
gist and one of the UK’s lead¬ 
ing experts on medieval artil¬ 
lery. 

After months of work, Dr 
Foard has now confirmed the 
find is a cannonball and it is 
likely that it was fired during 
the battle between the 
Yorkists and Lancastrians. 



DISCOVERY: The lead ball has

He said the ball suffered 
massive impact damage from 
at least two bounces, and one 
gouge still contains small 
fragments of Northampton 
sand and ironstone. 

Mike Ingram, chairman of 
the Northampton Battlefield 
Society, said: “This is a find of 
national significance and 
confirms the battle as one of 
the earliest in England where 
cannons can be shown to 
have been used. It also shows 
that the Eagle Drive area of 
the registered battlefield is 
crucial to the understanding 
of the whole site.”

A father who bit into his 
McDonald’s burger to find it was 
completely raw has vowed to 
never return to the chain.

Byron, who has two sons and 
two stepdaughters, has now 
vowed never to eat there again, 
despite having been a regular 
customer for more than 15 years. 

“When I took the first bite it was 
absolutely disgusting,” he said. 



“When I looked down and real¬ 
ised it was raw, I felt sick to the 
stomach.

“One thing for sure, I will never 
go there again. Even if it was the 
last thing to eat on earth, I 
wouldn’t even think about it. I 
feel sick just walking past the 
restaurant.”

“We are disappointed to hear of 
this experience and as soon as we 
were made aware of the incident, 
we launched a full investigation.

Time to sit up 
and take notice 


H&P Editor Steve 
Scoles on his quest for 
fitness and health 
helped by Trilogy Gym 

Since I began doing all this fitness stuff 
nothing has changed quite as dramatical¬ 
ly as my view of sit ups. 

I’m sure regular readers of Mens Health 
will snort at my newbie naivety but I never 
realised there were so many different 
types. 

And of course I call them crunches now. 

Most of us are familiar with the type you 
might have had to do at school: someone 
holds your feet as you lie down, you cradle 
the back of your head in your hands 
(wrongly) and (mistakenly) try to pull your 
upper body forwards until you somehow 
fold yourself into a sitting position. 

The key thing to remember is to make 
sure that the right part of your body is 
hurting. 

You shouldn’t be straining your neck or 
anything else except the lattice of muscle 
under your pleasingly wobbly belly. 

There are loads of ways of doing this. 
Some will feel easier than others but as my 
trainer Martin reminds me they should all 
put the burn on some part of my middle. 

In fact if you only do the traditional sit 
ups you will be missing a lot of muscle that 
needs attention - the less fashionable back 



and sides that probably have technical 
names. 

It’s true that you rarely see these crunch¬ 
es represented in the iconic training 
sequences in boxing movies and the like. 

But if you want a washboard stomach you 
not only need to sit up but you also need to 
twist from side to side (holding a weight 
perhaps), sit up slightly (lifting just your 
shoulders off the mat), reaching from the 
right shoulder to the left knee and vice 
versa and also reaching between your 
knees. 

There are also leg raises, in which you 
hold someone’s ankles and raise your feet 
straight up to their waist height. You see 
sitting up is the least of your troubles...

George Pisi: Saints must 
improve come Bath time

George Pisi knows Northampton 
Saints will have to improve on 
their Friday-night showing when 
they visit Aviva Premiership title 
rivals Bath this weekend. 

Pisi was named man of the 
match as Northampton edged 
past London Irish 15-9 at 
Franklin’s Gardens last time out, 
courtesy of tries from his brother 
Ken and Sam Dickinson. 

It means Saints are five points 
clear of second placed Bath at the 
top of the Premiership after Mike 
Ford’s side were beaten 34-24 by 
Saracens, but Pisi admits that gap 
will likely be cut if they produce 
another error-strewn display at 
the Recreation Ground on 
Saturday. 

“We can only take one positive 
out of it and take the win,” he said 
after the Irish match. 

“We have got to step up our game 
against Bath. 

“They have got a lot of good play¬ 
ers there and they are second in 
the league. 

“They haven’t lost a game at the 
Rec in the Premiership this year. 

“It’s an opportunity for us to go 
there and better this performance 
and learn from this. 

“We have just got to stick to what 
we are good at.” 

Three penalties from former 
Saints man Shane Geraghty 
ensured fim Mallinder’s side suf¬ 
fered through a nervy finish 
against the visiting Exiles, after 
poor handling regularly prevent- 


ed them from easing clear. 

Pisi conceded London Irish’s 
plan to slow the game down and 
frustrate Northampton had 
worked. 

He added: “It got quite cold out 
there and it’s quite frustrating 
because we couldn’t get any 
momentum. It was a stop-start 
game and it just frustrated us even 
more. It’s one that we want to for¬ 
get. 

“It [poor handling] is just a lot of 
eagerness. A lot of boys have had a 
couple of weeks off and they are 
coming in and wanting to impress. 


“The Saints at the Gardens are 
quite tough to stop if they have 
momentum and they did well to 
slow it down.” 

Luther Burrell and Dylan Hartley 
won’t be available for 
Northampton against Bath after 
they were retained by England for 
training this week. 

The Six Nations takes a break 
this weekend after Stuart 
Lancaster’s men made it two wins 
from two by thrashing Italy 47-17 
at Twickenham, but the Saints 
pair have been kept at Pennyhill 
Park. 


However, Stephen Myler, Calum 
Clark and Alex Corbisiero could 
feature at Bath after being released 
back to Saints. 

“We will release some players 
back to their clubs as it will be a 
good opportunity for them to play 
for their clubs on a big Aviva 
Premiership weekend,” said 
England coach Lancaster. 

Saints wing George North, who 
was rested by Wales for their win 
over Scotland after the concus¬ 
sion row which erupted when he 
played against England, is unlike¬ 
ly to feature at Bath.

Hopley proud after youngsters miss out in final

Academy coach Mark Hopley says that he is proud 
of the Northampton Saints U18 team’s effort after 
they came within five minutes of winning the 
Premiership Rugby Academies League title. 

Going into the last exchanges at Allianz Park on 
Monday evening the Saints were leading 19-18, 
after George Furbank and Tim Cardall crossed 
for tries and James Grayson was successful with 
three penalties. 

However, a late try from Nick Ramsey sealed a 
23-19 win for Saracens and meant that 
Northampton’s youngsters went home empty 
handed. 

Despite this disappointment Hopley said that 
the Saints players could hold their heads up high. 

“It’s always disappointing to lose,” he said. “The 
boys have worked extremely hard and we’ve seen 
a massive improvement and development over 
the course of the year. 

“The way that they’ve handled themselves and 
represented the club has been outstanding. 

“The game was typical of a Saints v Saracens 
match these days.

“We missed a couple of opportunities, but so did 
they, and in tough conditions - even on the 4G 
pitch - both sides had some ambitions to play 
some rugby, which was good for the neutrals.

Martin Foyle says he is joining 
Northampton Town to help Chris 
Wilder and Alan Knill with the iden¬ 
tification of players, rather than 
taking over full responsibility for 
first team signings. 

Foyle was appointed as the 
Cobblers’ Head of Recruitment on 
Tuesday, and will work underneath 
manager Wilder picking out targets 
for both the first team and the devel¬ 
opment squad the boss is looking to 
set up for next season. 

The 51-year-old has spent the last 11 
years working as a manager, includ¬ 
ing spells in charge of Port Vale, York 
City and Hereford, and said he can 
take some of the workload in terms of 
recruitment from the current mana¬ 
gerial duo. 

“I think Chris and Alan need some 


help as you’ve got to be out there 
watching and identifying players,” 
said Foyle. “Their jobs are 24/7, 
they’re busy people so I can take 
some of that away from them and 
identify players. 

“I love football and I love helping 
people. I’ve known Chris and A1 for 
years, they’re good football people, 
good professional people and people 
I can trust and they know they can 
trust me. 

“You’ve got to recruit and identify 
the right players in the positions the 
manager wants. I’ve had a good chat 
with Chris and Al, I know what their 
plans are and hopefully I can fill the 
holes for them. 

“It’s not my decision [signing play¬ 
ers] . I’ll identify players and I’ll throw 
them at Chris and Al 24/7. We’ll also 
identify players for next year for the 
first team.” 

With Foyle joining Wilder and his 
assistant Knill, the Cobblers now 
have a trio who have the experience 


of nearly 1,500 games as a manager 
between them, and as a result have a 
wide array of contacts throughout 
the game. 

Foyle believes that is something 
they can tap into and he hopes there 
will be a scouting network in place to 
enable the club to pick up players 
released from Premier League and 
Championship clubs. 

“With our contacts between the 
three of us, we should have some¬ 
thing in every club,” said Foyle. “So if 
players do get released, hopefully we 
can bring them in and make them 
feel welcome and if the manager 
wants to sign them then great. 

“There’s a fair bit of work to go in as 
you’ve got to have scouts in the right 
places and people that have got that 
football brain and nous that can 
attract the right player. 

“There are a lot of players that don’t 
get the chance with the bigger clubs, 
but we’ve got to concentrate on our 
own and get the right personnel in. 


“Hopefully they can progress, and 
if they make some money for 
Northampton Town that’s fantastic.” 

The importance of a development 
side is set to increase next season 
with emergency loan deals poised to 
be banned by FIFA, a move Foyle 
thinks will lead to clubs having larg¬ 
er squads. 

“It makes it awkward if you can 
only take loans during the transfer 
windows, so squads are going to be 


bigger and you’re going to have to 
carry more players as you can’t dip 
into that loan market,” he said. 

“You’ve got to promote from within 
so the youth policy has got to be right 
and with those fringe players, if the 
manager wants to take 22 players, 
you’ll probably have to top that up 
with 26 or 27 so that does leave room 
for a development team.”

Tom Reed on the Cobblers’ dramatic 1-1 draw at 
Mansfield Town, which saw John-Joe O’Toole 
sent off on John-Joe O’Toole Day. 

John-Joe O’Toole’s red card at Mansfield Town 
threatened to make fools of the legion of 
Cobblers fans who had donned wigs in his 
honour. 

Yet a last minute Valentine’s Day penalty from 
Marc Richards ensured a sweet ending for the 
fans in syrups as ten-man Northampton 
secured a 1-1 draw. 

Despite the whole Cobblers squad being in 
good form, the build-up to the match at Field 
Mill was all about the midfielder with the long 
locks as Northampton fans cemented their tra¬ 
dition of backing loveable rogues. 

Yet the pressure of national press attention 
and an army of chanting head-banded loons 
proved too much for O’Toole as he was given 
his 35th minute marching orders for lashing 
out at Richie Sutton after an off-the-ball tussle. 

The red card was similar to Ivan Toney’s dis¬ 
missal for a side-line scuffle with Hayden 
White against Bury. On that occasion both 


players were ordered off yet 
this time it was the man of the 
hour O’Toole who walked 
alone. 

The match was played in 
conditions and spirit both 
equally filthy on a terrible 
pitch with the Stags looking to 
butt heads with their oppo¬ 
nents from the off. Mansfield 
manager Adam Murray 
included ex-Cobbler Ricky 
Ravenhill in a combative 11 
and Simon Heslop drew Matt 
Duke into a decent save on 
nine minutes. 

On a cut-up pitch Cobblers 
made no pretensions of play¬ 
ing keep-ball and embarked 
on 90 minutes of rapid coun¬ 
ter-attacking. On 14 minutes 
Ricky Holmes broke through and forced a good 
save from Lenny Pidgeley with Holmes’ 
rebound brushing the side netting.

Training ground is 
‘vital’ for Cobblers

Chris Wilder believes a lack of a permanent 
training ground is holding Northampton Town 
back and said it was ‘essential' if the club are 
going to improve their recruitment and devel¬ 
opment of players. 

Wilder’s squad used to train on the Sixfields 
athletics track but since redevelopment work 
begun they have used Moulton College and 
various other venues across the town. 

While Cobblers boss Wilder says he under¬ 
stands the difficulties in finding a suitable per¬ 
manent base, he is keen to see it sorted sooner 
rather than later after the appointment of 
Martin Foyle as head of recruitment on Tuesday. 

He also plans to form a secondary develop¬ 
ment squad to supplement the first team ahead 
of next season. 

‘Tve been bugging the life out of the chairman, 
but it’s essential and vital that it happens 
because I do believe it is holding the club back,” 
said Wilder. 

“The training ground is unbelievably impor¬ 
tant to me and Alan [Knill] because we feel we’re 
teachers as well. 

“I spoke to Malcolm Crosby before so I know 
it’s been a struggle for a long time and I think it’s 
been a pain for the chairman, but we’ve got to 
identify a place and we need it now really, 
because we’re going up the park for a jog, and I 
don’t want that to impact on our results. 

“Medium and long term, if we’re going to put 


all these structures in place, making sure the 
video analysis and sports science is right, mak¬ 
ing sure we have the pathway through the acad¬ 
emy into that development group, then players 
need a place to work.” 

Wilder added that Foyle’s appointment will 
help to ensure the right players are being 
brought into the club, with those released from 
Premier League and Championship sides of a 
particular interest. 

“Martin’s going to go out there,” he said. 


“He will have regional 
scouts looking around 
because we don’t want to 
guess. 

“Me and Alan can’t guess 
because we’ve seen a player 
two months ago, especially 
if we’re going to sign them 
permanently 
“So we get that recommen¬ 
dation, a second recom¬ 
mendation and then it’s my 
choice after that to make a 
decision. So there’s no gam¬ 
bling on players and wast¬ 
ing the chairman’s money. 

“While still being able to 
attract good first team play¬ 
ers as well like the Marc 
Richards, John-Joe O’Tooles, 
Ryan Cresswells and Zander 
Diamonds, we want a good 
mix with your Ivan Toneys 
and Lewis Hornbys and 
Lawson D’Aths. 

“We want to bring that 
group in, and I do believe 
from 18-21 there are so many of those players 
that drop out [from higher level clubs] but we 
feel we need to structure the club in the way for 
those players to have an environment and work¬ 
place to improve. 

“We’ve got to improve those players so they 
can come into the first team. 

“It will save the club money and might earn the 
club money, and then we’re all happy and the 
chairman’s smiling.”
